WAR REVENUE TAX ON 


PARCEL POST DEC. 1 


SPECIAL STAMP MUST BE AF- 


FIXED TO PACKAGES COSTING 


MORE 
THAN 
25 
CENTS 
FOR 


POSTAGE. 


Besides the three cent letter rate 


-which became effective last Friday, 
there is 'to be a war revenue tax on 
all parcel post matter after December 
1, it is explained in bulletins sent to 
all local postmasters by A. S. Burle- 
son, postmaster general. 


The tax. on parcel post matter, trans- 


ported from one part of the United 
States to another, is figured on a 25 
cent basis. One cent Is paid for a 
package which costs 25 cents for 
postage and one cent is added for 
every 25 cents additional postage paid. 
The tax is not applicable on packages 
on which the postage is less than 25 
cents, but for any parcel on which the 
postage rate is 26 cents, then the war 
revenue stamp will cost two cents. 


Parcels will not he accepted for 


mailing unless both the required post- 
ape and the tax are fully prepaid. 
Special revenue stamps shall be used, 
postage stamps used for this purpose 
being inValid. The war revenue stamp 
must be cancelled by the sender by 
affixing or causing to be affixed his 
Initials to the stamp. The war rev- 
enue act makes no change in the post- 
age rates applicable to such matter.

VESSEL ASHORE ON 


LOWER EAST COAST 


The Melbourne Times of last week 


says: 
'"Diamond Field,' a large 


ocean-going vessel, now lies bottom 
side up on the reef east of Malabar, a 
reminder 
of the hurricane 
which 


swept the Quit of Mexico about the 
middle of last month. No one seems 
tb have any authentic knowledge ot 
wt where the vessel was foundered 
or what became of the crew, although 
reports were published at the time of 
the loss to shipping on account of the 
hurricane. Capt. Alex Goode notified 
the underwriters ot the beaching ot 
the vessel at this point, but it seemr 
that the Lloyd people have no record 
ot the cargo being Insured. The ves- 
vf\ was loaded with oil and gasoline, 
belonging to the Texas Oil company. 
The wrecked vessel was carried by 
the gulf stream through the strait and 
on up the coast, scattering drums and 
cans all the way from Miami, and no 
one knows how much of the cargo 
still remains In the hold. Capt. Goode 
has been Instructed to look after the 
salvage until the owner of the boat 
decides .on a course of action, and it 
Is likely that a representative will be 
sent hero shortly."

Besides the three cent letter rate 


-which became effective last Friday, 
there is to be a war revenue tax on 
all parcel post matter after December 
1, it is explained in bulletins sent to 
all local postmasters by A. S. Burle- 
son, postmaster general. 


The tax. on parcel post matter, trans- 


ported from one part of the United 
States to another, is figured on a 25 
cent basis 
One cent Is paid for a 


package which costs 25 cents for 
postage and one cent is added for 
every 25 cents additional postage paid 
The tax is not applicable on packages 
on which the postage is less than 25 
cents, but for any parcel on which the 
postage rate is 2$ cents, then the war 
revenue stamp will cost two cents 


Parcels will not be accepted for 


mailing unless both the required post- 
age and the tax are fully prepaid 
Special revenue stamps shall be used, 
postage stamps used for this purpose 
jelng inValid. The war revenue stamp 
must be cancelled by the sender by 
affixing or causing to be affixed his 
nitlals to the stamp 
The war rev- 


enue act makes no change in the post- 
age rates applicable to such matter

'WOULD BUILD LARGE TUNNEL 


Engineer Make* Preposition to Bore 


Mil* Thirty Mile* Long Through 


*•*-. 
the Cascade Mountains. 


The greatest railroad tunnel project 


•ever proposed has been recently sug- 
gested In an engineering publication 
by Brig. Gen. H. M. Chlttenden, who 
Is an authority on each matters, end 
he proposes to bore a 80-mtle hole 
through the Cascade mountains, with a 
Summit elevation of no more than 1,000 
feet above the sea level. General Chit- 
tenden suggests, after a careful study 
of the locality, that the best location 
would be at the point where the Colum- 
bia river. In Its great southern swing 
through the state of Washington on 
the eastern side of the Cascade moun- 
tains, conies nearest Puget sound. 
This point Is found nt the month of 
the Wenatchee river. The distance be- 
tween tide water at Everett oMteattle 
and the Columbia at Wenatchee Is bare- 
ly 90 mile*. The valleys of the Wenat- 
chee on the east side of the Cascades 
*nd Skykomlsh on the west side are al- 
most In direct line to each other, and 
they lead by pocslble grades not exceed- 
ing 6 per cent to points on their respec- 
tive side* of the mountains separated by 
a dlstanc* of only 90 miles. To expedite 
the wofk, tour abaft* from 1,100 f**t 
•to iMO feet In depth wotdd be sunk 
-alonl the line of the tunnel and It I* 
•estimated that with these four shafts 
the 80 miles of tunnel could be put 
through tn five and • half years at a 
total cost of *48,237,000.

• The drying of fruits and vegetables 
In the sun Is a simple process If they 
have been prepared properly. In Its 
(Simplest form such drying consists In 
spreading the freshly prepared slices 
lor pieces on sheets of paper, or, if 
there Is danger of the product's stick- 
Ing, spreading on old pieces of muslin 
held down with stones. Bright, hot, 
fcnnny days are chosen for this work, 
land a close watch is kept to see thai 
bo rain or dew wets the product If 
Bles and other Insects are abundant, a 
{mosquito bar Is thrown over the prod- 
pet 
Once or twice a day the slices 


{are stirred or turned over with the 
band and the thin ones which dry first 
Are taken ont Sun drying has much to 
kecommend It, since-it requires no ex- 
penditure of fuel and there is little 
Hanger of the product becoming over- 
leated. Dust however, gathers on the 
product, and, unless It Is protected 
MrefuUy, files, and especially certain 
Insects which habitually attack dried 
fruits, will, lay their eggs upon it. 
These eggs later will hatch out, and 
lie worms, or larvae, will riddle the 
Irled fruits or vegetables, rendering 
them unfit for the table.

Trays of Uniform Size. 


Fruits and vegetables, when dried In 


the sun, generally are spread on large 
trays of uniform size, so constructed 
that they can be stacked one on top 
jof the other and protected from rain 
by means of a cover made of oilcloth, 
(canvas or roofing paper. 
: A very cheap trny can be made of 
strips of lumber three-fourths of nn 
inch thick and two Inches wide, which 
form the sides and ends, and lath, 
which Is nailed on to form the bottom.

The screen may be tacked directly on 
jthe fnfihework to make the drying 
shelves, or the framework can be made 
(to support separate trays. By using 
two laths nailed together, the frame 
.•work can be stiffened and larger trays 
made If desirable. This form or any 
of the lighter makes of driers can be 
•nspended from the celling over the 
kitchen range or over the oil, gasoline 
or gas stove, and It will utilize the hot 
Mir which rises during the cooking 
hour.

Another Home Drier. 


Still another home drier Is the cook- 


stove oven. 
Bits of food, leftovers, 


especially sweet corn, can be dried on 
plates In a very slow oven or on the 
back of the cookstove and saved for 
winter use. If the oven Is very warm, 
the door should be left ajar and the 
temperature of the oven often noted. 
Trays for um In the oven can be made 
from a convenlent-slsed galvanised 
wire screen by bending up the edges 
one or two Inches. 


Cookstove driers on the market are 


of two types. One type consists of a 
series of trays upon which the material 
to be dried Is spread. These trays are 
placed In a framework one above the 
other, forming a compartment through 
which the heated nlr rises, carrying ofl 
the moisture. The second type con- 
sists of 11 shallow flat metal box filled 
with wafer and designed so that one 
end can rest on the back of the stove

The use of an electric fan In facili- 


tating drying Is feasible for those who 
already own a fan. It has been founi 
that many sliced vegetables and fruits 
placed In long trays three by one foo 
and stacked in two tiers, end to end, 
before an electric fan can be dried to 
tho requisite dryness within twenty- 
four hours. Some require much less 
time. For Instance, sliced string beans 
and shredded sweet potatoes will dry 
before a fan running at a moderate 
speed within a few hours. In many 
cities the electric fan will cost no) 
more than one-fourth of a cent nn hour 
to run. The fan should be placed close 
to the stack of trays, and they should 
not be filled so full that the air cannot 
pass freely through them. The fan 
method has a marked advantage la 
that the product keeps cool owing to 
evaporation while It Is being dried, 
thus tending to retain th* color aai

The Bell Gate bridge Is part of a 


two-mile project known as .the New 
York Connecting railway, and of this 
the East river division alone, repre- 
sent* an outlay of $30,000,000 and cov- 
en a stretch of three and one-half 
miles. The massive span has coat $12,- 
000,000. 


Today the Bell Gate bridge repre- 


sents a sustained mass of 19,000 tons 
of steel alone. It Is the longest four- 
track railroad bridge and able to sup- 
port a greater load per lineal foot than 
any other bridge. 


Gustave Lindenthal, the engineer, 


who laid all of the plans for the bridge, 
Is a modest genius, and has little to 
say of this latest monument of his 
technical skill.

Record* Show Good Work Ha* Be*n 


Accomplished by the Railroad*

A convenient tabulation of facts re- 


lating to railroads In the United States 
Is furnished by the annual bulletin 
of the- bureau of railway economics, 
The Issue just out bears the title "Sta- 
tistics of Railways, 1805-1915," and will 
be found extremely handy. The tables 
ere unaccompanied by any comment, 
but a glance at them suggests to the 
Interested eye many a point worth 
noting. Thus one cannot fall to be 
struck with the remarkable decrease In 
the number of persons killed and In- 
jured in train accidents, during the 
five years covered by the table relating 
to that subject. In the case of pas- 
sengers killed In such accidents, the 
flacal year 1813 stands out In- an evil 
way, though the .record as a whole Is 
decidedly encouraging, the Oguref for 
the successive years from 1811 to 1015 
being 142, 138, 181, 85, 89; but the 
number of employees on duty killed 
In 'train accidents shows a stead; 
diminution In the number of persons 
Injured, though very marked, has not 
been so great as In the number Killed — 
which apparently indicates that the 
Improvement that has taken place has 
been rather In safeguarding against 
accidents of the most disastrous type 
than In the prevention of all kinds of 
accidents.

completed to Edlnbnrg In 1852. The 
old BMefontalne, now put of .the Big 
roar,-was chartered In 1848 and com- 
pleted from Indianapolis to Union 
City In 1862. The Terre Haute ft In- 
dianapolis was begun In 1850 and com- 
pleted In 1852. The Indianapolis ft 
Lafayette was begun In 1849 and fin- 
ished In 1852.

Probably the railroad- station In 


England which can boast of being 
most "beautiful for situation" Is that 
of Grange-over-Sands, In Fnrnesa. 
The Furness railroad in Its course 
from Arnslde to Barrow, bugs the 
northern shore of Morecambe bay, and 
at Grange the sea almost wnshes the 
platform of the station at high tide, 
whilst when the tide is out a great 
stretch of shining white sand gleams 
In the sunshine. 


On the other side of the line the 


traveler sees a sort of transformation 
scene—In summertime, at least—an 
exquisite garden of emerald lawns and 
gay parterres and dancing fountains, 
and behind this a lovely little town 
embowered In trees, and behind this 
again, yet quite close at band, a high 
hill crowned with leafage. Yes, the 
railroad station at Grange will take a 
lot of beating. 


Perhaps the station which comes 


nearest to winning the beauty prize 
from Grange Is another on the same 
system—Lakeside station. This Is not 
an attractive station in Itself, but Us 
situation on the very edge of Winder- 
mere, the queen of the English lakes, 
makes It very notable. Tou step out 
of the station on the little lake 
steamboat to continue your journey 
Into that lakeland which Is the largest 
area In England without n railroad. 


Another beautifully situated station 


Is the one at Llungollen. It Is built 
on the bank of the Dee, and close 
to It la the quaint old bridge and the 
steep old village, and on either 
hand the lovely Hills, one of them 
crowned with a castle, and as fiir as 
the eye can see the wonderful dale or 
vale scenery. 


Quite a number of stations on the 


Midland In the Peak district are very 
notably situated, such a* Matlock 
Bath, with the High Tor towering 
above it, and Bakewell and Miller's 
Dale, with their far-extending views. 


But a rival to any of these is the 


•Warren Halt nt Folkestone. It oc- 
curs just before the train run* into 
the Shakespeare Cliff to reappear at 
Dover, and the last scene before 
plunging Into darkness Is the lovely 
Wnrrra, beloved of picnickers find 
blackberry gatherers. This notable bit 
of sceilcry Is undoubtedly the result of 
a catastrophe a thousand yean old or 
so, a mighty landslide when the cliff 
gave way and billions of tons of earth 
and rock slid Into the sea.—London 
Tid-Blts.

summit elevation of no more than 1,000 
feet above the sea level. General Chit- 
tenden suggests, after a careful study 
•of the locality, that the best location 
would be at the point where the Colum 
bis river. In Its great southern swing 
through the state of Washington on 
the eastern side of the Cascade rnoun 
tains, comes nearest Puget sound 
This point Is found at the mouth of 
the Wenatchee river. The distance be- 
tween tide water at Everett o»«eattle 
and the Columbia at Wenatchee Is bare- 
ly 90 mile*. The valleys of the Wenat- 
€he* on the east side of the Cascades 
*nd Skykomish on the west side are al- 
most In direct line to each other, and 
they lead by possible grade* not exceed- 
ing 6 per cent to points on their respec- 
tive side* of the mountain* separated by 
a distance of only 80 mile*.

In the sun is a simple process if they 
have been prepared properly. In Its 
(Simplest form such drying consists in 
•spreading the freshly prepared slices 
lor pieces on sheets of paper, or, i 
there Is danger of the product's stick 
Ing, spreading on old pieces of muslin 
beld down with stones. Bright, hot, 
•mnny days are chosen for this work 
land a close watch is kept to see tha 
bo rain or dew wets the product If 
Hies and other Insects are abundant, a 
{mosquito bar Is thrown over the prod 
net Once or twice a day the slices 
{are stirred or tamed over with the 
band and the thin ones which dry first 
Are taken out Sun drying has much to 
Recommend It, since -It requires no ex- 
penditure of fuel and there Is little 
Banger of the product becoming over- 
heated. Dust however, gathers on the 
product, and, unless It Is protected 
carefully, files, and especially certain 
Insects which habitually attack dried 
fruits, will, lay their eggs upon it. 
These eggs later will hatch out, and 
lie worms, or larvae, will riddle the 
Wed fruits or vegetables, rendering 
them unfit for the table. 


1 
Trays of Uniform Size. 


Fruits and vegetables, when dried in 


the sun, generally are spread on large 
fcrays of uniform size, so constructed 
that they can be stacked one on top 
W the other and protected from rain 
Iby means of a cover made of oilcloth, 
(canvas or roofing paper. 


A very cheap tray can be made of 


•trips of lumber three-fourths of an 
nch thick and two Inches wide, which 
form the sides and ends, and lath, 
which Is nailed on to form the bottom. 
Spaces one-eighth Inch wkle should be 
left between the laths for ventilation, 
and the traps can be raised off the 
ttronnd by placing them on poles or an 
Improvised trestle. As laths are four 
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galvanized Iron which Is three Inches 
less In length and width than the bot- 
tom., This sheet rests on two wires 
fastened to the sides of the drier. This 
prevents the direct heat from coming 
In contact with the product and serves 
as a radiator to spread the heat more 
evenly. 


The first tray is placed three Inches 


above the radiator. The trays rest on 


trays. The frame of the tray Is made 
of one-Inch strips on which Is tacked 
galvanized screen wire, which forms 
the bottom of the tray. The tray Is 
21 by 15 Inches, making It three Inches 
less In depth than the drier. The low- 
est tray, when placed in the drier, Is 
pushed to the back, leaving the three- 
inch space in front. The next tray is 
placed even with the front, leaving a

By using 
two laths nailed together, the frame 
work can be stiffened and larger trays 
made if desirable. Thla form or any 
of the lighter makes of driers can be 
suspended from the celling over the 
kitchen range or over the oil, gasoline 
or gas stove, and It will utilise the hot 
Mir which rises during the cooking 
hour.

If the oven Is very warm, 
the door should be left ajar and the 
temperature of the oven often noted. 
Trays for use hi the oven can be made 
from a convenient-sized galvanised 
wire screen by bending np the edges 
one or two Inches. 


Cookstove driers on the market are

The use of an electric fan In facili-

who laid all of the plans for the bridge, 
Is a modest genius, and has little to 
ray of this latest monument of his 
technical skill. 


HAVE CUT DOWN DISASTERS 


Record* Show Seed Work Ha* Been 


Accomplished by the Railroad* 


•f America. 


A convenient tabulation of facts re- 


lating to railroads In the United States 
Is furnished by the annual bulletin 
of the- bureau of railway economics. 
The Issue just out bears the title '•Sta- 
tistics of Railways, 1905-1915," and will 
be found extremely handy. The tables 
are unaccompanied by any comment, 
but a glance at them suggests to the 
Interested eye many a point worth 
noting. Thus one cannot fall to be 
struck with the remarkable decrease In 
the number of persons killed and In- 
jured in train accidents, during the 
five years covered by the table relating 
to that subject In the case of pas- 
sengers killed In such accidents, the 
flscal year 1813 stands out la- an evil 
way, though the-record as a whole Is 
decidedly encouraging, the ugure* for 
the successive years from 1811 to 1015 
being 142, 138, 181, 85, 89; but the 
number of employees on duty killed 
In 'train accidents shows a stead; 
diminution In the number of persons 
Injured, though very marked, has not 
been so great as In the number Killed— 
which apparently indicates that the 
Improvement that has taken place has 
been ratlier In safeguarding against 
accidents of the most disastrous type 
than In the prevention of all kinds of 
accidents.

England which can boast of being 
most "beautiful for situation" ts that 
of Grange-over-Sands, in Fnrness. 
The Furness railroad In its course 
from Arnslde to Barrow, hugs the 
northern shore of Mbrecambe bay, and 
at Grange the sea almost washes the 
platform of the station at high tide, 
whilst when the tide is out a great 
stretch of shining white sand gleams 
In the sunshine. 


On the other side of the line the 


traveler sees a sort of transformation 
scene — In summertime, at least — an 
exquisite garden of emerald lawns and 
gay parterres and dancing fountains, 
and behind this a lovely little town 
embowered In trees, and behind this 
again, yet quite close at band, a high 
hill crowned with leafage. Yes, the 
railroad station at Grange will take a 
lot of beating. 


Perhaps the station which comes 


nearest to winning the beauty prize 
from Grange Is another on the same 
system — Lakeside station. This Is not 
an attractive station In Itself, but Us 
situation on the very edge of Winder- 
mere, the queen of the English lakes, 
makes it very notable. Tou step out 
of the station on the little lake 
steamboat to continue your journey 
Into that lakeland which Is the largest 
area In England without n railroad. 


Another beautifully situated station 


Is the one at Llangollen. It is built 
on the bank of the Dee, and close 
to it la the quaint old bridge and the 
steep old village, and on either 
hand the lovely Hills, one of them 
crowned with a castle, and as fur as 
the rye can see the wonderful dale or 
vale scenery. 


Quite a number of stations on the 


Midland In the Peak district are very 
notably situated, such as Matlock 
Bath, with the High Tor towering 
above It, and Bakewell and Miller's 
Dale, with their far-extending views. 


But a rival to any of these is the 


Warren Halt at Folkestone. It oc- 
curs just before the train run* into 
the Shakespeare Cliff to reappear at 
Dover, and the last scene before 
plunging Into dnrkncss Is the lovely 
Warren, beloved of picnickers find 
blackberry gatherers.
